We give place this morning to a 
very ablo letter from a valued corres- 
pondent upon the Bubjoct of fertilizing 
the trnots of poor land on tho island 
by tho omployment of guano. Tho 
valuo of guano in redeeming and 
bringing under cultivation wasto and 
abandoned land in othor counlrios is 
Bhown so clearly that wo aro roally 
Burprisod the project was not broaohod 
before. Thoro are hundrods ot aoros 
of land in this vicinity abandonod for 
farming purposes that might bo 
brought into profitable use by the in- 
troduction of tho Poruvian fortilizor 
which has wrought highly boooiicial 
results iu England by reclaiming im- 
poverished land. A cargo of lumbor 
might bo carriod to Peru and a ro- 
turn oargo of guano obtained which 
would soil well hero. Tbo vonturo is 
a sate one. vVhy not form a company 
to carry out the project ? Tho experi- 
ment would oost very little ; and thoro 
aie ten chances in favor of its paying 
to ono against. 

Wb are sick and lired ol having the parrot- 
cries of the ' talent of Mr Biroh,' ' the abil- 
ity of the late Colonial Secretary,' ' the won- 
derful administrative capacity of the youthful 
administrator of the Government,' dinned 
into our ears by our Mainland cotemporariea 
and the Sunday Naos of this oity— orios 
that aro unncoompanicd by a single statement 
of how, when or where he exhibited bis 
talent, ability or administrative knowledge. 
Having carefully scanned the [offioial career 
of tbia modern Solomon, who would appear, 
from tho often expressed opinions of our 
CotemporBriei, to have carried all the wis- 
dom oi tho Colony with him when he left, we 
positively declare that we have been unable 
to discover the sligble&t evidence of hid 
fitness for tho position (which, fortunatoly for 
the Colony, ho has vacatod), unless the record 
of sinful waste and extravagance, improvi' 
dence and luxurious indolenco whioh ho 
left behind are tokens of his capacity. 
Will our cotompororiaa explain and atate in 
what manner the Colony gained by the con- 
neotion 1

Reciprocity. 

The advantages we would reap from reci- 
procal trada with thci American S'ates aie 
really inestimable. Not only would it vastly 
increase our trade in lumbor, coal, fhh, etc, 
bnt it would also soon double and treble our 
population, ond Ibas in a corresponding 
ratio increase the demand for agricultural 
products, to the great advantage of those 
engaged in agricultural pursuits. This 
ought to be patent to every intelligent man 
in the Colony ; bnt it seems that it is not so. 
Some timid souls thore are who would forego 
all the substantia! advantages of reciprocity, 
viewed lr>"tn a commercial stmd- point, for 
fear that free trade in agricultural produc- 
tions would jeopardize the interests of the 
farming class. We do not believe that it 
would; but even if it did, n s agriculture 
with us is bat of seoondary importance com- 
pared with the development of our olhor 
resources and the expansion of our com" 
rnerce, we think it would be wisdom on our 
part to saorifico that interest entirely ruther 
cripple every other interest in order that 
that one should be fostored nnd kept alive. 
Whatever will tond to increase our popula- 
tion must prove of advantage to the lanner, 
and as reciprocity would most assuredly at- 
tract both capital and laborers to our shores, 
it seems to us that those who make euob 
professions of interest in the welfare of the 
agriculturist, and oppose reciprocity, are 
really the most dangerous enemies tne far- 
mers have to fear.

PitiNCE Alfiied'b VorAQE Around tub 
World. — English advices aunounoo Ihu de- 
parture on ihe 2nd inst, of II It H tho Duke 
ol Edinburgh, from Plymouth in Her Maj- 
esty's Galalea on a voyage around tho world. 
The programme finally adopted by Prince 
Alfred lor his trip is the following:-«Tue Island 
ol Mftderia will bo the first place touched at. 
From there he will visit tho islands ol Fayol 
and Asoension, and then make for the Oape 
of Good Elope, where ho will rsrnain some 
time, as tho colony is preparing to receive 
bim with great ceremony. From tbcro ho 
will set sail for Bombay, Ceylon, Tricornulee, 
Madras and Onlcutta, which latter city will 
woloome his visit ia all the magnificence of 
Oriental luxury and splendor. During tho 
sojourn at Calcutta excursions will bo made 
to all tho most Interesting spots in the in- 
terior. Ou leaving Calcutta tho Galatea will 
tiuoh at the island of Pulong-Penang 
(Prince of Wales' Island,), Singaporo and 
Hong Kong. After visiting the principal 
ports of the Chinese empire calls will be 
made at Manilla, the capital of the Philipine 
Islands, and finally at the ports ol Japan- 
Sidney will be the nest on tho list, and con- 
sidering tho .attempt made upon Prince 
Alfred's life by the assassin O'Farrel during 
his former viaiUo that city every nerva will 
be strained by the colony in order to efface 
tbs sad remembriiQce. New Zsalaod will 
follow, then tho Sandwich Islands, Valparaiso 
and other ports of Chile, Lima, San Bios, 
San Pranoieco and other Californinn ports, 
returning to England by way of Vancouver 
Island. The whole programme it is thought 
will occupy about two yoirs.

nloaion of the little steamer Sea Foam, at 
Borrard Inlet, was more serious than at 
first supposed, two passengers being very 
Eeriously scalded. These cockle-shell boats, 
as well as larger craft, should all be inspect- 
ed frequently, and the capabilities of their 
engineer inquired into and put to the test. . . . 
The Columbian, in a column leader, dis- 
courses alarmingly on the small-pox, which 
would appear (from the article) to be preva- 
lent at New Westminster and vicinity. 
Fright kills more than disease, and Euch 
articlos, though interesting, are injudicious, 
as calculated to create a spread of tho com- 
plaint. .. .The small-pox hospital at New 
Westminster was burned by order of the 
Board o( Health. The local print from 
wbich we extract the information fails to 
Btate what became of the patients, leaving 
the impiossion that they wero burned with 
the building. 

The Marsh-Stone Troupe. — From a 
Shanghai paper of 2Gih October last, we 
fiad a flittering criticism upon this troupe. 
' Beauty and the Beast' was tho piece' that 
elicted tho commendation ; and in tho cast 
of characters the numea of Mrs Stone, as 
Beauty, and Lousie Arnot, whoever that moy 
be, as Beast, stoud foremost as favorites. 
Mrs Marsh, B C Marsh, hie sister Nollio, 
Miss Yeomans, Messrs Stone and Cnino, are 
nil favorably mentioned— every one, in fact, 
. except our old local favorite, Charles Clarko. 
Tho prospects of the company doing well are 
good. The samo paper says ' wo aro con- 
vinced that if Mr Marsh continues to givo 
us burlesques and furces in the elylo of 
those already pre6onlod, ho will meet with no 
lack of support from tho theatro-going com- 
munity ol Shanghai.' The report of Miss 
Yeoman's douth is thus satisfactorily refuted. 

New Theatre. — A; n largo meeting hold 
in Barkervillo about u fortnight sinco, it was 
determined that a new and commodious 
Theatre, worthy ;ho capital of our mining 
Bastion should bo built. Generous offers 
wore a>ado by different citizens of labor and 
material ; arid the building is to bo GO by 30.

Dr Walsh, Staff-Sargeoo, haa been 
appointed to the Zealous. H. M. S. Dryad, 
Commandar Columb (tho Inventor of the 
flashing-light signal), is on her way hero to 
take the place of H. M. S. Mutine, ordered 
homo. H. M. S. Chadybdia, from Australia,

Tub Grand Trunk Road. — The belief 
gains strongth daily, that the Grand Trunk 
Railway is to Bell its line east of Quebeo to 
tho Intercolonial Railway, so as to form a 
Governmental lino from Halilax to Quebeo, 
some four hundred miles of which aro still 
to bo built. 820,000,000 have been roisod 
in Cunadian debentures on favorable terms in 
England, the Imperial Government guaran- 
teeing 815,000,000 of four por cents;, which 
are now worth eight per cent, premium on 
the London Stock Exchange.

dian sick of the sraalLpox to leave his vessel 
and go at largo. Tho Indian waB afterwards 
taken to the hospital and carefully treated, 
but the disuaeu bad got too great a hold upon 
him and ho diod. 



Sisters of St Ann. — A notice in tho 
Government Gazette of Saturday states that 
Her Mujusty's Principal Secretary for the 
Colonies has been unablo lo advise Har Maj- 
esty to sanction tho Ordinance to mcorpor- 
rato the Soeiety of tho Sislers of Saint Ann, 
cf Victoria, Btitish Colombia, for Educa- 
tional purposes.'

Editor Colonist — Tbo few remarks whioh 
I am about to jot down and for the insertion 
of wh-3h I request your indulgence, would 
appear to lead to the conclusion Ujat Peru- 
vian guano might be imported to this colony 
with unquestionable profit to the Victoria 
merchant, and that its introduction here 
would equally benefit tho British Columbian 
land owner and farmor. For many years tho 
extraordinary fertilizing proportioa of guano 
have been known to Europe, America and 
the West India Islands. On this point, lor 
the information of such of yonr readers bb 
may have given no attention to the subject, 
I shall quoto in substance a fow authorities : 
"3 01 4 owt. of guano per acre ia a good 
dressing and baa the same efLot haa 10 loads 
of good rich farm yard manure [Farm. Mag. 
Vol 4, p 339.1 Tn0 benefit of ita applies 
lion to land extends over an entire rotation 
of 4 years, during which period it ought with 
good management to produce annually two 
or three times its own value in grain or vege- 
tables. [Johnson's Agl. Chem., p 233-23GJ 
200 lbs fertilizes an acre. [Trans. Am. lost, 
yr 59, p 220.] 1 lb of guano to tho soil will 
supply it with as much ammonia as is con- 
tained in 24 lbs of well-rotted farm manure. 
[Sybson'a Agl. Chem. p 185] 2 or 3 cwt. por 
acre is a powerful manure. [Farm Almanac, 
p 63.]'' By experiments made by Mr 
Fleming of Baroohan, 3 c»tof guano without 
othor manure gave 18J tona potatoes and 5 
cwt with 20 bushels of wood ashes, gavo 32 
tons of yollow turnips. Tbo importation ol 
guano lo Greui Britain sinco 1841 haa in- 
creased 100 fold and ia now estimated at 
250 000 tona annually, which at SG0 por ton 
amounts to $15,000,000. Companies havo 
been formed and mado fortunes by importing 
it into England and tho United States, and 
clipper Bhips have been buiit to carry it from 
Jarvis nod Baker Islands to tho United 
States, whore it soils at 83G per ton. Guano 
from Chincha Islands and coasts of Pern has 
boon proved to be immeasurably Boperior to 
that from Saldanah Bay, Bolivia, Ichaboe or 
tho Falkland Islands, It is duty free in 
England, the United Statca and this colony. 
*In England it is evon free of all Road Toll*, 
and so it should bo hero. 

Now, let ua inquiro, do ODy special causes 
exist which would render tbo introduction of 
guano to British Columbia a failure, allho' 
attended with so much profit to oil coccern- 
ed when imported to England. The follow- 
ing considerations will tend to reverse any 
ouch supposition : 

1st The circumstances whioh attend farm- 
ing here and in England are not widely 
different, whether we consider soil, climate or 
price of production. Tho following prices of 
produce are reproduced Irom a late English 
paper, and do not appear to vary very much 
from our own, viz-: 

Wheat 82 84 per 100 lbs, 

Barley 2 54 do 

Oats 1 25 do 

Flour 4 00 do 

Hay 22 50@30 00 per toD 

Beel 17 00 y 100 lbs %1 oar 

Also tho higher rents in England are counter- 
balanced by the higher rates of labor bore. 

2nd. London town dung from stables and 
out-houses, is delivered on board the barges 
at 25 conts per ton and from tbis and similar 
sources manure can bo obtained in unlimited 
quantities on any farm in England at an 
avorago cost of SL 75 per ton. [Jour. R A 
S Vol IV, p 541], And when tbeir 
facilities in this direction owing to roads> 
railways and canals bo borne in mind, and 
that farmers here cannot get manure to buy 
at, any price, as thero ia not a supply more 
than sufficient for two or threo market gar- 
dens, it must bo admitted that England re- 
quires guano less than wo do. 

3rd. Again, tbeir perfect system of rota- 
ting crops, stall feeding and eating off turnips 
with Bheop, render them tolerably independent of 
artificial manures, whereas here, owing to 
tho improvidence which must attend the first 
settloment of a Colony, noarly all the lands 
in cultivation, within a radii of several miles of 
the town ol British Columbia, bavo for years 
bock undergone a steady deterioration 
amounting in many plaoes- to utter exhaus 
lion of the soil; lor example: around Viotoria 
may ba seen in every direction from tbo 
Oakland Estate to tho plains of Colwood, 
land which originally cost perhaps $40 por 
acre to clear, and afterwards produced suoh 
ceseiev crops of luxuriant vegetation, now 
utterly abandoned to grasshoppora andsorrol, 
fencoa prostrated and horaeatoads empty. 
Now lot landowners ask themsolves what 
would be tho value of those unproductive lands 
if guano were procurable hero at a modorato 
ligure, and let farmors, if they own Buch, 
oomparo tba cost of reclaiming such lands 
through tho agency of guaDo with that ol 
cloaring fresh ground at a known cost of 
$25 and 850 or more per aore, and it will 
readily appear that the faota of labor being 
deuror hero than in England, and tho lands 
a'oTe disoribed oluaper, (being utterly un- 
saleable if fhoy won't grow anything) lead 
to tho conclusion that if guano is b desidera- 
tum in England, it is indispensabla here. 

Again, how many produce wagons do we 
not eco from Cedar Uill or South Suanich 
rsturn unavoiduly empty; tbe distance to 
haul ordinary manuro, if thoy got it for 
nothing, would- bo too great. How dilleiont 
if &t a moderate cost they could carry 50 
pounds of guano, equivalent as I have shown 
to one ton of farm manuro. 
Bear in mind also that wo are only 0110 third 
tho d'stance from Puru that Euglaud is, that 
wo have no Capo Horn to contend with, and 
that inataad of Ilia buiTling tempo.it ol the 
Atlantic oura aro the (radowinda of tho 
Pacific, which ought to occasion a romark 
able difference in prioo in favor of this 
place. 



Lastly, would a vessel from here, have to 
go down in ballast? Do the forests on tho 
higher slopes of the Andes supply their 
building material, or is lumber needed there 
in consequono of tho recent calamity ? 0; 
havo Peruvians any othor want which a 
vessel laden here could supply? A Liver* 
pool paper mentions four vessels from thoncc 
to guano stations, ballasted with gypsum to 
mix with the guano. Da vessels usually go 
from England to Peru in ballast? &o. 

But I think enough has been advanced 
to justify if not to stimulate some of onr 
established merchants to conaidor nnd inform 
tho farmers, gordoners and landownera at 
what price guano can can ba delivered at 
the ports of British Columbia.

Meanwhile sorno buyors were enlightened, 
and sent tbeir purchased stock to England as 
fast as they could, bat their friends there, 
when thoy found there was no limit to the 
quantity manufactured by the printing pro- 
cess, got ularmed.and telegraphed tho brokers 
here to sell at any price, shipping the stock 
back at the same timo by steamer. The bro- 
kers on this sido, thinking to turn an honest 
penny, and knowing they would receive 
plenty of stock in the ten days' period re- 
quired by tbe steamer to oroita tbe Atlantic, 
undcrtoek to sell ahead, borrowing, mean., 
while, to make deliveries. 

Suddenly, speculators who hod been soiling 
new Btook, having plenty ol money, turnod 
about and bought up all tho stock actually 
here, and na tho steamer cannot airivo with 
stock (rom lOncland for a well to cotno, thoy 
have compelled the foolish brokers who made 
sales at forty and thereabouts to buy at fifty- 
fivo and sixty to meet their oontracts. 

Tho umount lost aud won by individuals in 
thia way, within three days, i9 past estima- 
tion, in sums ranging Irom ono bundrod and 
fifty to five hundred thouaand dollars each. 
Daniel Drew lost five hundred thousand dol- 
lars, and is bellowing for revengo. Tho 
whole stroet ia on the qui vivo, and tho future 
cannot bo imagined.

Europe* 

London, Nov 21 — Disraeli made a speech 
to his constituents at Aylesbury. After re- 
turning tbankB for tho unanimity in returno 
ing him to tho Houso of Commons, he pro- 
ceeded to justify tbo notion of the Conserva- 
tive party on the reform question, and de- 
fended tho Government Irom the charge of 
extravagance ; tho expenditures were lurge, 
and the Governmont could not bo conducted 
cheaply ; but he maintained that the finan- 
cial management had been in evory Bcnse 
economical. He advocated tho extension of 
education, and favored tho creation ol a 
dopartment of public instruction, with a 
Cabinet Minister at its bond, but iuaisied that 
neither a compulsory educational system nor 
the imposition of a new tax for educutional 
purposes were in uocordance with tho opinion 
of the country. lie then contrasted tho 
foreign polioy of tho preceding with that ol 
tbo present Ministry. Relations which now 
exiwtod with foreign powers wero those of 
confidenoo and sympathy ; all disagreements 
with the United States aro now removed. 
He concluded with a discussion of the Irish 
question. The resolutions for tbo dis- 
establishment of tho Irish Church which 
wore introduced by tho leader of the 
opposition conld oot mitigate Fenians 
iam ; the troubles of Ireland were greatly 
exaggerated. Ireknd has really progressed 
within tho last 20 years more than England. 
Disestablishment wus dangerous to the rights 
of property, and would only eervo to increase 
tbo discontent of tbe Irish people, while at 
the same time it would be a door to sever the 
connection between roligious principles. 

Berlin, Nov 23 — Bismarck makes no 
secret of hia design to leave tho Federal party 
party and join the Liberals. 

Madrid, Nov 23— Tho advocates of re- 
publican institutions am gaining gronnd in 
the oily. Barcaloua favors a republic. 

Naples, Nov 23— The eruption of Vesu- 
vius is subsiding ; no feura are now felt for 
the Batety of tho adjaoant villages- 

London, Nov 23— Tho funeral of the riot- 
ers shot was the oocasion of a Fenian de- 
monstration on Sunday. Thero wese great 
crowds in the streets, ond tbe procession 
numbered fully eight thousand men. 

New York, Nov 23— A Madrid dispatch 
states that Rothschild and Baring Bros will 
tako a largo portion of the next Spanish 
loan. 

London, Nov 24 — Mr Gladstone in a 
pamphlet entitled Chapter of Autobiography 
just published, defines and defends hia 
ohanges of opinion on tbo eubject of church 
establishments. All tbe Liberal journals 
review the book, but apparently copies wero 
not furnished to the Conservative preas, as 
they are silent about it. The Tunes regards 
tbo publication as a voluntary and hazardous 
confession . 

The eleotion returns now stand 363 
Liberals, 246 Conservatives. Gladstone and 
Grontel bove both been defeated' in South- 
west Lancashire. 

The Fall Mall Gazette urgos that tho 
Alabama Claims Commission sit alternately 
in London and Washington, for tho oon- 
venienco ol both British and American 
claimants. * 

The Frenoh Government oontinuaa its 
prosecutiona of the press with unremitting 
severity, The editors of the Temps, Tribune, 
Journal de Paris Beoeille and Liverier have 
been summoned to appear boloro tho oivil 
tribunal on Tuesday next to anawer tbe 
ohargea for promoting the subscription for the 
Bsudin monument. Baudin was a victim of 
the coup d'etat. 

London, Nov 24— Rumor was circulated 
that Joseph Mazzini, the great Republican 
leader, diod on Friday in Switzerland ; but 
later reports contradicted tbe statement. 

Large public meetings havo been held at 
Barc;lona by tho monarchist and republican 
parties. Processions, with bands, paraded 
tho etceets, and othor demonstrations were 
mado, but though political feoling ran high, 
all tho proceedings have been peuceahlo, and 
order was preserved. Tho monarchists are 
largoly in tbo ascendant, though tbo repub- 
licans seemud to be gaining. 

All parties in Madrid are preparing to 
mike similar demonstrations, aud thero is 
overy indication of a lively canvass before 
tho coming election. 

A transport with a cargo of war stores 
sailed from Cadiz, for Havana November 
20th, and a fleet with troops will sail Decem- 
ber 2d. 

London, Nov. 23— Tho Globe has an edito- 
rial on tho reception of tho Chineeo Embassy, 
aud attaches groat importance to the mis- 
sion of Mr Burlinguiuu.
